We Shot the 
President 

PRESIDENT OBAMA and I had a marvelous day, walking in a 
park, laughing, and generally enjoying each other’s company. 
At one point he shot a few hoops with this hipster kid from 
Williamsburg; at another I found myself in a church while 
he muttered a prayer over my head. That was strange, as I’m 
not remotely religious, but I felt blessed nonetheless. Who 
wouldn’t? We stopped at an art gallery (very expressive stuff), 
and the president spent half an hour in animated conversation 
with the artist. It was a warm day, there were still leaves on 
the trees, and I remember thinking, How extraordinary to be 
spending such a rich day with the most powerful man in the 
world. I badly wanted to get a selfie of us together, but for 
some reason my cell phone was missing. 

And then I woke up— literally a few minutes ago— and 
realized my new friendship would have to wait; we still had 
one more day to wrap up this issue, a monster that threatens, 
every year, to overwhelm our best intentions. What are those 
intentions? First, to reflect the energy and diversity of our 
energetic and diverse community; and, second, to measure 
our progress. The perfect issue of the OutlOO should feel like 
a snapshot of the year, a status report on our individual and 
collective achievements. Naturally that means photographing 
Caitlyn Jenner (page 78) as this year’s newsmaker, but it also 
means honoring people who make the headlines but are not 
necessarily in the headlines— people like Alicia Garza, a co- 
founder of Black Lives Matter (page 92); Jose Antonio Vargas 
(page 124), a key figure in the fight to change U.S. immigration 
policy; or a young gay Syrian refugee like Subhi Nahas 
(page 107). His narrow escape from Islamic State forces is a 
dismaying reality check on any complacency we may feel in 
the wake of our own newfound liberties. 

As for the great success story of 2015— marriage equality— 
this portfolio would be bereft without the inclusion of Jim 
Obergefell (page 91), the plaintiff in the groundbreaking case 
that ensured all Americans the right to marry. And yes, for the 
same reason, it means photographing the 44th president of the 
United States as our Ally of the Year— a president who came 
to office on a wave of euphoria, appeared to lose momentum 
halfway through, and has since rallied, helping us secure 
marriage equality, among other landmark initiatives that are 
transforming our place in America. 

This is the first time a sitting president has been 
photographed for the cover of an LGBT title, a historic moment 
in itself, and a statement on how much his administration has 
done to advance a singularly volatile issue that tarnished the 
reputations of both President Clinton and President Bush. It 
might have tarnished this president, too, but for his late-hour

conversion in 2012, which set the stage for the extraordinary 
succession of events that led to this year’s Supreme Court 
ruling, on June 26, making it unconstitutional to deny same- 
sex couples the right to wed. Many things led up to that 
decision— “decades of our brothers and sisters fighting for 
recognition and equality,” as the president notes (page 74)— but 
once his administration decided to join that fight it created 
what people like to call a “transformative” moment. It helped 
tip the balance, and it put our elected leader on the right side 
of justice. 

You do not get much time with the president for a photo 
shoot— about four minutes, five if you’re lucky— and there’s 
something surreal and tense about kicking your heels in 
the White House library while waiting for your subject to 
materialize. Yet when the president walks into the room— and 
it’s a small room, lined with books and a few ornamental 
swords, one gifted to George Washington by the French— the 
air rushes in with him. Unconsciously, you find yourself 
forming a receiving line, and suddenly there he is, shaking 
your hand, asking your name, and then standing before 
the camera. It’s hard not to be starstruck. A little turn this 
way, a little that way, an ice-breaking joke (“This is the only 
expression I’ve got”), and we are done. The president strides 
off, the room empties. There was no walk in the park, or 
blessing, no visit to an art gallery. I am not likely to meet the 
president again. But I did get that selfie.

How would you describe 
photographing the OutlOO?

However, nothing really compares 
to doing between five and eight 
shoots per day in completely 
different locations.

What was your approach to the 
portfolio? 

It’s been such a monumental 
year of visibility for the trans 
community as well as gay rights. 

I really wanted this portfolio to 
be as honest as possible. No 
contrived ideas or bells and 
whistles. I wanted these 
individuals to just stand on their 
own, and I wanted to be true to 
myself as a photographer. 

Who were your favorite subjects 
to photograph? 

Having the opportunity to 
photograph President Obama, 
especially for a historic cover 
like this one, is definitely at the 
top. Caitlyn Jenner was another 
experience I’m very grateful 
for. There are some really 
inspiring people in this portfolio, 
and ones who were especially 
on board for the process. This 
year has such a diverse range of 
individuals, including some that I 



have personally had kinship with 
for quite sometime. 

What was an unforeseen reward 
of this entire process? 

The true reward was that I was 
able to create something I’m 
truly proud of even while I was 
pushed to the creative limit. 
Despite any technical issues, 
being stuck in traffic days on end, 
or slight emotional breakdowns, 

I stayed true to myself and 
produced something I will always 
remember. 

The OutlOO is complete. How are 
you planning to recover?

Defending DiMarco 

Summer’s over, but that doesn’t mean we’re 
not lusting for sun and sand. Our exclusive 
shoot with America’s Next Top Model’s 
deaf breakout star, Nyle DiMarco, put him 
exactly where we wanted him: shirtless 
on the beach. Brilliantly composed by 
photographer Tate Tullier, who is also 
deaf, DiMarco’s beauty was captured with 
skillful sophistication, and, as expected, 
fogged up our computer screens. 

Though the shoot was a hit (“he gives 
me heart palpitations,” wrote one fan on 
Instagram), the dialogue took a turn when 
DiMarco came out as sexually “fluid” on 
Twitter less than a week later. Some LGBT 
fans saw this as a sign of hope. “There’s a 
God” and “I’ll learn sign language!” were 
prevailing sentiments among DiMarco’s 
followers. Others, however, criticized 
DiMarco’s New Age nomenclature. “How 
many letters do we need to add to the 
alphabet soup?” Chuck Stevenson wrote 
on Facebook. “Sexually fluid? Please, girl, 
you’re G-A-Y,” added Ron Scoza. 

Bullying within the LGBT community 
is rampant, but DiMarco supporters 
quickly came to his defense. “We expect 
a validation from the heterosexual 
community and yet we want to invalidate 
anyone who has an alternative sexuality to 
being gay or straight,” wrote Mattie Eilers. 
Jeremy Hodder responded, “If you can’t be 
a supporter of the community, you’re just 
being a detractor.” 



Challenging Gay Sex 

Andrew Morrison-Gurza, who uses a 
wheelchair and has spastic quadriplegic 
cerebral palsy, recently penned a personal 
essay on Out.com provocatively titled 
“The Best Sex I Ever Had as a Disabled 
Gay Man.” In it he wrote: “My disability 
has given me the ability to see how 
dangerously divisive and narrow the top/ 
bottom dichotomy is in queer culture. But I 
am excited I get to challenge it.” 

We too often neglect the experiences of 
disabled people. Gurza’s essay challenged 
our collective ignorance and shone light on 
a topic that is consistently overlooked. He 
was commended by readers for bringing 
public attention to it. “I guess in any society 
we often do not think of disabled people 
as sexual,” commented Andre Hopfer on 
Facebook. “I think we take for granted 
these everyday life practices,” wrote Jon- 
Paul Keenan. “Thank you for sharing and 
raising awareness.” Added Daniel LaPlante, 
“Andrew describes [his sexual experiences] 
without hesitation or apology, and the real- 
ness is hotter than most of the glamorized 
bullshit out there. He’s braver than I am.”

SUPREME CONFIDENCE coming 
from a 20 -year-old can be worrisome, 
but in Troye Sivan’s case, it’s actually 
heartening. “Unless you feel you need a 
full-length album to tell your story, I don’t 
feel like it’s that relevant or important 
anymore,” says the petite YouTube star, 
his angelic features shadowed by the 
twilit living room of a plush rented Venice 
Beach home. “I’m doing one to prove to 
myself that I can do it, but I didn’t feel the 
pressure to stick to that format.” 

His self-assurance is far from 
unfounded. An artist coming up in 
this stream-and-download era could 
probably do just as well with a handful 
of catchy radio singles and a knack for 
Twitter one-liners as they could slinging 
something as old-fashioned and time- 
consuming as an album. 

This is a fact Sivan has gleaned from 
experience: His debut album, Blue 
Neighbourhood, arrives this winter with 
a pre-established following, thanks to an 
adolescence spent recording videos in 
his hometown of Perth, Australia, where 
he’d sing to and engage with a dedicated 
online audience that now tallies more 
than 3.6 million subscribers. Eight years 
entertaining the Internet is plenty of 
time for trial and error— plenty of time 
to build the confidence (not to mention 
new-industry know-how) necessary 
to shape a budding career as a young, 
out, major-label songwriter. It’s what 
makes Sivan one of pop’s most exciting 
superstars-to-be. 

On a warm October evening, the singer 
speaks lovingly of his most ambitious 
project yet. He often uses the phrase “100 
percent” to emphasize his investment, 
and his tone suggests the album has 
surpassed even his own lofty standards. 

“Maybe I’m being hard on myself, 
but I feel like [production] came to the 
rescue sometimes before, and I didn’t 
want that to happen this time,” he says, 
recalling the process that resulted in his 
two “mini-albums,” 2014’s TRXYE and 
this September’s Wild. “I wanted to write 
songs I could strip back and play on the 
piano, and the production would just 
make them sound fresh and new.” 

Neighbourhood, which comprises 
the songs from Wild plus six more, is an 
elegant, synth-pop-inflected collection 



that balances this innovative production 
with Sivan’s almost-literary approach to 
lyrics (“your hands and lips still throw their 
weight around”; “quiet nights poured over 
ice and Tanqueray”)— to say nothing of 
the earworm hooks of its flagship songs, 
“Wild,” “Fools,” and “Talk Me Down,” 
which arrived piecemeal over several 
weeks this fall. 

Sivan chose not only to release 
them as separate singles, but also as a 
video trilogy. He says the suite, which 
chronicles the childhoods of two 
working-class boys whose romance 
is stifled by intolerance and abuse, is 
an exact reflection of how he wants to 
navigate the industry: as himself. 

“I’ve been excited for a long time to 
be honest as an artist, because we’re in 
a really cool time when we can be,” he 
says. “I’m gay. I like boys. These songs 
are about boys. I think some people think 
I’m trying to make this big statement 
by having a boy in these videos. It’s like, 
‘What, am I supposed to have a girl?’ ” 

But the trilogy exists as more than a 
moving portrayal of a young gay love 
story. For Sivan, its ultimate message 



is more urgent. “I don’t think [my fans] 
are going to be particularly shocked by 
it— the goal for me was actually to reach 
the people around them,” he says. “It 
makes me so frustrated [thinking about] 
the potential we’ve already lost in the 
war against LGBT suicide. So much of 
that happens because of the way those 
around LGBT people deal with the news. 

I hope my fans’ parents see it, or they’re 
watching it on their laptops and their 
brothers or friends see it.” 

Sivan, who came out at 15, considers 
himself “the most privileged kid in 
the world,” having grown up in an 
encouraging, accepting family. His poise 
and unwavering vision were clearly being 
cultivated long before he created a social 
media account. 

“Every dad gives lectures, but I’ve 
always loved listening to my dad’s,” he 
says, smiling sheepishly. “It was always 
‘design your own life,’ and ‘happiness is 
number one,’ and ‘if you feel like things 
are slipping out of your control, you can 
take a day off; you can turn your phone 
off.’ I have 100 percent carried that 
advice with me.” ■

DIRECTOR TODD HAYNES 
HITS A NEW PEAK WITH HIS 
LUSH LESBIAN ROMANCE. 



Virtually every scene in Carol 
prompts a sigh or a swoon, 
and there’s never one reason 
why. It’s often a combination of 
the messy, layered love affair 
between the title character 
(Cate Blanchett) and the 
younger, wide-eyed Therese 
(Rooney Mara); the sweeping, 
operatic score by Carter 
Burwell; and director Todd 
Haynes’s chosen aesthetic— a 
sort of cloud-covered, yet rich, 

romanticism. “We tried to bring into the visual language the soiled 
colors and visual distress we saw in our research of New York [in 
the 1950s],” says Haynes, whose drama is an adaptation of Patricia 
Highsmith’s 1952 novel The Price of Salt. 

Haynes has showered us with glitter and angel dust in Velvet 
Goldmine and enveloped us in Sirkian melodrama in Far From 
Heaven, but Carol may show him at his most majestic— not to mention 
his most feministic. “The lesbianism may have been less of an obstacle 
than the fact that it’s a film without a male lead,” Haynes says. “I 
felt privileged to tell this story. First love of any kind can be fraught 
with anxiety, but for Therese, it’s a love she has no example for in the 
world. Every gesture, every look bristles with potential meaning and 
significance.”

Plus, I got to perform kick-ass rock ’n’ roll songs. 

And eat cigarettes. 

As far as eating the cigarette, I stole that from Neil 
[Patrick Harris, who played Hedwig before Hall], 

I can’t take responsibility for that. 

How did Lazarus come about? 

People have been lobbying for Bowie to do some 
sort of theatrical production that involved new 



and existing music. The fact that he decided this 
was the time and Thomas would be the character 
is intriguing. But this isn’t the David Bowie story. 

I wasn’t hired to do a Bowie impression. 

Speaking of Davids, your role in Six Feet Under 
as David, a gay funeral director, was pivotal. 
What’s your favorite memory from the show? 

The times we were sitting at the kitchen table 
portraying that family feel like real memories. 
David felt real; the family felt real. The story felt 
as if it were unfolding in a parallel universe. 

What’s your first Bowie memory? 

I was in third or fourth grade, and I remember 
hearing my friend’s older brother’s copy of Young 
Americans on the turntable. The Breakfast Club 
was also huge when I was in junior high— it used 
that “Changes” quote: “And these children that 
you spit on as they try to change their worlds...” 
That led me to go listen to his older stuff. 

Were you terrified meeting Bowie? 

Meeting him is something I’m still not entirely 
convinced actually happened.

You may be more likely to get lactic acidosis or severe liver 
problems if you are female, very overweight (obese), or have 
been taking STRIBILD for a long time. 

3. Worsening of Hepatitis B infection. If you have hepatitis B 
virus (HBV) infection and take STRIBILD, your HBV may get worse 
(flare-up) if you stop taking STRIBILD. A “flare-up” is when your 
HBV infection suddenly returns in a worse way than before. 

• Do not run out of STRIBILD. Refill your prescription or talk to 
your healthcare provider before your STRIBILD is all gone 

• Do not stop taking STRIBILD without first talking to your 
healthcare provider 

• If you stop taking STRIBILD, your healthcare provider will 
need to check your health often and do blood tests regularly 
for several months to check your HBV infection. Tell your 
healthcare provider about any new or unusual symptoms you 
may have after you stop taking STRIBILD 

Who should not take STRIBILD? 



Do not take STRIBILD if you also take a medicine that 
contains: 

• adefovir (Hepsera®) 

• alfuzosin hydrochloride (Uroxatral®) 

• carbamazepine (Carbatrol®, Epitol®, Equetro®, Tegretol®, Tegretol- 
XR®, Teril®) 

• cisapride (Propulsid®, Propulsid Quicksolv®) 

• ergot-containing medicines, including: dihydroergotamine 
mesylate (D.H.E. 45®, Migranal®), ergotamine tartrate (Cafergot®, 
Migergot®, Ergostat®, Medihaler Ergotamine®, Wigraine®, 
Wigrettes®), and methylergonovine maleate (Ergotrate®, 
Methergine®) 

• lovastatin (Advicor®, Altoprev®, Mevacor®) 

• midazolam, when taken by mouth 

• phenobarbital (Luminal®) 

• phenytoin (Dilantin®, Phenytek®) 

• pimozide (Orap®) 

• rifampin (Rifadin®, Rifamate®, Rifater®, Rimactane®) 

• sildenafil (Revatio®), when used for treating lung problems 

• simvastatin (Simcor®, Vytorin®, Zocor®) 

• triazolam (Halcion®) 

• the herb St. John’s wort 

Do not take STRIBILD if you also take any other 
HIV-1 medicines. 

STRIBILD is not for use in people who are less than 
18 years old. 



What are the possible side effects of STRIBILD? 



STRIBILD may cause the following serious side effects: 

• See “What is the most important information I should know 
about STRIBILD?” 

• New or worse kidney problems, including kidney failure. Your 
healthcare provider should do blood and urine tests to check your 
kidneys before you start and while you are taking STRIBILD. Your 
healthcare provider may tell you to stop taking STRIBILD if you 
develop new or worse kidney problems. 

• Bone problems can happen in some people who take STRIBILD. 
Bone problems include bone pain, softening or thinning (which may 
lead to fractures). Your healthcare provider may need to do tests to 
check your bones. 

• Changes in body fat can happen in people who take HIV-1 
medicine. These changes may include increased amount of fat in 
the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the 
middle of your body (trunk). Loss of fat from the legs, arms and face 
may also happen. The exact cause and long-term health effects of 
these conditions are not known. 

• Changes in your immune system (Immune Reconstitution 
Syndrome) can happen when you start taking HIV-1 medicines. 
Your immune system may get stronger and begin to fight 
infections that have been hidden in your body for a long time. Tell 
your healthcare provider right away if you start having any new 
symptoms after starting your HIV-1 medicine. 

The most common side effects of STRIBILD include: 

• Nausea 

• Diarrhea 

Tell your healthcare provider if you have any side effect that 

bothers you or that does not go away. 

• These are not all the possible side effects of STRIBILD. For more 
information, ask your healthcare provider. 

• Call your doctor for medical advice about side effects. You may 
report side effects to FDA at 1 -800-FDA-1 088. 

What should I tell my healthcare provider before taking 

STRIBILD? 



Tell your healthcare provider about all your medical 

conditions, including: 

• If you have or had any kidney, bone, or liver problems, including 
hepatitis B infection 

• If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant. It is not known 
if STRIBILD can harm your unborn baby. Tell your healthcare 
provider if you become pregnant while taking STRIBILD. 

- There is a pregnancy registry for women who take antiviral 
medicines during pregnancy. The purpose of this registry is to 
collect information about the health of you and your baby. Talk 
with your healthcare provider about how you can take part in 
this registry. 

• If you are breastfeeding (nursing) or plan to breastfeed. Do not 
breastfeed if you take STRIBILD. 

- You should not breastfeed if you have HIV-1 because of the 
risk of passing HIV-1 to your baby. 



- Two of the medicines in STRIBILD can pass to your baby in 
your breast milk. It is not known if the other medicines in 
STRIBILD can pass into your breast milk. 

- Talk with your healthcare provider about the best way to feed 
your baby. 

Tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines you 
take, including prescription and over-the-counter medicines, 
vitamins, and herbal supplements: 

• Keep a list of all your medicines and show it to your healthcare 
provider and pharmacist. Some medicines may interact with 
STRIBILD. Do not start any new medicines while you are taking 
STRIBILD without first talking with your healthcare provider. 

• Do not take STRIBILD with any products that contain the herbal 
supplement St. John’s wort. 

• If you take a medicine for indigestion (antacid) that contains 
aluminum and magnesium hydroxide or calcium carbonate, take 
it at least 2 hours before or after you take STRIBILD. 

Keep STRIBILD and all medicines out of reach of children.

Urban Caribbean 

It’s all about culture and cuisine instead of sand and sun 
in these four tropical hot spots. 



HAVANA, CUBA 

Everything you’ve heard about Havana 
is true. And also not true. Yes, many of 
the cars are more than 50 years old, 
buildings are in a state of collapse, and 
the food is largely mediocre. On the 
other hand, many of the cars are shiny 
new European imports, the city center 
is being carefully renovated, and a 
recent wave of private restaurants has 
improved dining options in a country 
where most production is still owned by 
the government. 

Not surprisingly, the best eats are 
seafood— go for the fresh red snapper 
carpaccio at La Guarida [1] (418 
Concordia ), the dilapidated, gothic 
setting of Cuba’s groundbreaking 1994 
gay movie, Strawberry and Chocolate. 
You won’t be the first to dine here— 
there are photos of Uma Thurman, 
Jay-Z, and Beyonce on the walls— but 
nothing about it feels cliche. 



It was Ernest Hemingway, however, 
that was the trendsetter long before 
Queen Bey, and since his death in 
1961 he’s become part of the country’s 
iconography, third only to Che and 
Fidel. Hemingway’s house, Finca 
Vigia, about 15 miles east of Havana, is 
immaculately tended— you get the sense 
that he’s just popped out to stock up on 
Montecristos. There’s a bottle of Wild 
Turkey in the living room, a radiogram 
stacked with records, a pickled bat in 
the bathroom, and an inspiring view 
from the study. 

When Hemingway wasn’t writing, he 
could often be found at Hotel Nacional 
[2], still one of Havana’s best digs, in 
large part because of its spectacular 
location on the seafront. Built in the 
late 1920s by American starchitects 
McKim, Mead & White (best known 
for the original Penn Station and the 
Boston Public Library), it’s a great place 



to while away an afternoon. Look for 
the tiny Churchill Bar, named after 
another prominent guest, and ask for 
a mojito (like many Havana bars, they 
cut the sweetness with a dash of bitters). 
Or stay for Cabaret Parisien [3], the 
cheaper of two cabarets at the hotel— 
and as camp as you might wish. The 
male dancers are easy on the eyes, too. 

With a thaw in U.S.-Cuba relations, 
and commercial flights from Miami 
and New York resuming soon, Havana 
is set to become a popular short-haul 
destination, but it’s still a country with 
a noticeable lack of tourist-friendly 
infrastructure— the Internet is hard 
to find, and you won’t be able to use 
American credit cards or draw cash 
from an ATM. 

The compensation, however, is 
a dynamic panorama of daily life, 
particularly in the more impoverished 
areas just beyond the renovated old city, 
where the streets thrum with vitality. 
This is not the place for five-star luxury, 
but if you go with the right attitude 
and an open mind, you’ll be richly 
rewarded. 
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+ YEARS OF HIV & AIDS 



In 2016 we observe the 35th anniversary 
of the diagnosis of the first cases of AIDS. 
Of course, we now know that HIV didn’t 
suddenly appear in 1981. There were a 
handful of cases of what we now 
recognize as AIDS-related illnesses in the 
decades prior to 1980. But 1981 is when 
people in the U.S. first recognized 
symptoms of AIDS, which was attacking 
mostly gay men. Here’s a look at just how 
far we’ve come since then...

You don’t have to cross the pond for a 
European vacation— Santo Domingo 
delivers in spades. Founded by the 
brother of Christopher Columbus, 
the Dominican Republic’s imperial- 
style capital is the oldest European 
settlement in the New World, and its 
deep Spanish heritage is still very much 
on display. 

The city’s Zona Colonial [4] brims 
with opulent relics from the era of 
conquistadors: churches, plazas, and 
mansions— some of which, like Casas 
del XVI [5] ( CasasDelXVI.com ), have 
been lovingly transformed into luxurious 
hotels. Dip in and out of world-class 
landmarks, like the Bellapart Museum 
and Columbus Lighthouse; savor the 
range of Dominican cuisine— with 
its blend of Spanish, indigenous, and 
African flavors— at the popular Pat’e 
Palo [6] ( PatePalo.com ); sit in the 
shadow of the Columbus family palace; 
and when the sun sets, take to the streets 
for bachata music and dancing, fueled 
by Spanish wine and local rum. 



infrastructure, its churches, and the 
Morro Castle [7]— is well worth a visit 
in its own right. The burial place of the 
legendary Ponce de Leon is indeed a 
haven for history buffs, but travelers will 
be treated to the vibrant cultural pulse 
of this Latin American hot spot as well. 

Wander around Calle del Cristo [8] 
to uncover artisan studios, boutiques, 
and excellent galleries, including 
Galena Botello ( Botello.com ), which 
features works from the eponymous 
Spanish artist.

CHRISTIANSTED AND 
FREDERIKSTED, ST. CROIX 

Six European nations all once laid 
claim to St. Croix, which now is a part 
of the U.S. Virgin Islands. And its two 
towns, Christiansted and Frederiksted, 
bear the island’s elaborate history in 
their tiny tapestries of eclectic forts, 
churches, and historical homes. 

The colonial ruins of Christiansted 
are preserved as a National Historic 
Site, which was once the epicenter 
of the Danish West Indies. Alexander 
Hamilton’s mother was famously 
imprisoned here for adultery. Today, 
artist studios line the old quarter, and 
perfected Caribbean fusion fare is 
dished out in spoonfuls throughout— 
don’t miss a meal at Savant ( 4C 
Hospital St.), sheltered in a vine-draped 
courtyard. 

Quieter Frederiksted [9] is flanked 
by Victorian architecture, and provides 
a low-key window into Crucian culture: 
Parisian-style cafes; roti-toting food 
trucks; and quelbe, or fungi, music— 
the island’s signature beats that blend 
African and European influences.

Bowled Over 

New soups worth spooning 



LAST YEAR, unadorned cups of bone stock 
became the hottest sippable trend. Now, 
because human beings cannot subsist on 
broth alone, soup is staging a comeback. 
Chefs like Anita Lo, of New York City’s 
Annisa (AnnisaRestaurant.com), are taking 
a few extra steps to remind diners why the 
ultimate comfort food is not just warm and 
hearty, but usually slurped from a bowl. 

Not that long ago, the words “lentil 
soup” elicited excitement in exactly no 
one. But one whiff of Lo’s artful curry lentil 
concoction will leave you blubbering like a 
teenage fan girl at a One Direction concert. 
She tops the soup with 10 different herbs 
and spices (including sumac, cinnamon, 
and cumin), placing them in tiny little piles. 
“Guests can taste each individually or mix 
them all together,” Lo explains. “It’s a more 



interactive experience.” More interactive 
and more delicious. 

At The Bristol in Chicago ( TheBristol 
Chicago.com ), chef Sean Pharr merges 
a traditional chili with a robust goulash 
to create a wild game stew. Spiked with 
paprika, onion, and cocoa, the luscious, 
velvety brew celebrates a different side 
of harvest time. “The fall is my favorite 
season because of hunting,” says Pharr, an 
inveterate carnivore. Meanwhile, Decca 
( DeccaRestaurant.com ) in Louisville, I<y., 
opts for non-traditional spices like sumac to 
add what chef Annie Pettry calls “a pop that 
turns a familiar dish into something entirely 
new.” That familiar dish is a roasted sweet 
potato soup, amped up with a lovely blend of 
coconut cream and Marcona almonds. 

Soups are very forgiving— if you get 
the proportions wrong, just throw in some 
more ingredients— so if the winter chill 
comes early, you can try making a good 
number of them at home. Lo encourages 
experimentation: “Rules are made to be 
broken,” she says, before noting one special 
ingredient that should be ladled into any 
soup: “Love, with a twist.”

RED LENTIL 
SOUP

7 large onion, finely chopped 
Olive oil 

1 large slice of ginger 
1 quart red lentils 
2-3 quarts chicken stock 
Salt and pepper (to taste) 

Fresh lemon juice (to taste) 

Sweat onion in oil until soft and 
translucent. Rinse lentils. Add to 
pot with chicken stock and ginger; 
simmer until falling apart. Remove 
ginger and puree until smooth, 
adding more stock if necessary to 
create soupy texture. Season with 
salt, pepper, and lemon juice. 

Pinch desired garnishes around 
edge of soup: sumac, oregano, 
small pinch cinnamon, Korean 
ground chili, za’atar, lemon zest 
julienne, cumin, small-dice mint 
brunoise. 

For pinch of red quinoa: Boil until 
tender. Drain. Flash-fry in 350° oil 
until it puffs like popcorn. Add salt. 

For pinch of fried shallots: Fry 
at low temperature until golden 
brown. Drain. Season with salt. 

Place fried garnishes last. Drizzle 
small round of olive oil in the 
center. Serve 6 oz. per dish.

Symposium 



LAST YEAR, the manuscripts of more 
than a dozen early short stories by 
Truman Capote were uncovered in 
the archives of the New York Public 
Library. Written in his adolescence and 
early adulthood, these stories helped 
develop the Truman Capote who would 
go on to write the masterpieces that 
so many of us love, including In Cold 
Blood and Breakfast at Tiffany’s. In this 
early fiction, we see signs of Capote’s

great talents: clear, precise prose; 
wisdom about human nature; and, 
perhaps above all, empathy. In much 
of his writing, Capote empathizes with 
the outsider and the other— the man or 
woman, the boy or girl, who resides at 
the fringe of society and its expectations. 
The profound empathy we find in 
Capote’s later works was nurtured in part 
by this early fiction. In “Parting of the 
Way,” written when Capote was still in 



high school, we find Capote empathizing 
with two men who live literally outside 
society, bonded by friendship, affection, 
and ostracization. Capote published this 
story in his school literary magazine, 
and I can’t help but wonder who at 
Greenwich High School in the early 
1940s picked up on the story’s not-so- 
subtle subtext. It’s a tender tale by a 
writer determined to become a legend of

COMPLERA can also replace current HIV-1 
medicines for some adults who have an undetectable 
viral load (less than 50 copies/mL) and whose 
healthcare provider determines that they meet certain 
other requirements. COMPLERA combines 3 medicines 
into 1 pill to be taken once a day with food. COMPLERA 
should not be used with other HIV-1 medicines.

To control HIV-1 infection and decrease HIV-related illnesses you 
must keep taking COMPLERA. Ask your healthcare provider if you have 
questions about how to reduce the risk of passing HIV-1 to others. Always 
practice safer sex and use condoms to lower the chance of sexual contact 
with body fluids. Never reuse or share needles or other items that have 
body fluids on them. 

It is not known if COMPLERA is safe and effective in children under 
18 years old. 

IMPORTANT SAFETY INFORMATION 

What is the most important information I should know 
about COMPLERA? 

COMPLERA can cause serious side effects: 

•Build-up of an acid in your blood (lactic acidosis), which is a serious 
medical emergency. Symptoms of lactic acidosis include feeling very weak 
or tired, unusual (not normal) muscle pain, trouble breathing, stomach 
pain with nausea or vomiting, feeling cold especially in your arms and 
legs, feeling dizzy or lightheaded, and/or a fast or irregular heartbeat. 
•Serious liver problems. The liver may become large (hepatomegaly) and 
fatty (steatosis). Symptoms of liver problems include your skin or the 
white part of your eyes turns yellow (jaundice), dark “tea-colored” urine, 
light-colored bowel movements (stools), loss of appetite for several 
days or longer, nausea, and/or stomach pain. 

•You may be more likely to get lactic acidosis or serious liver problems 
if you are female, very overweight (obese), or have been taking 
COMPLERA for a long time. In some cases, these serious conditions have 
led to death. Call your healthcare provider right away if you have any 
symptoms of these conditions. 

•Worsening of hepatitis B (HBV) infection. If you also have HBV and stop 
taking COMPLERA, your hepatitis may suddenly get worse. Do not stop 
taking COMPLERA without first talking to your healthcare provider, as 
they will need to monitor your health. COMPLERA is not approved for the 
treatment of HBV. 

Who should not take COMPLERA? 

Do not take COMPLERA if you: 

•Take a medicine that contains: adefovir (Hepsera), lamivudine 
(Epivir-HBV), carbamazepine (Carbatrol, Equetro, Tegretol, Tegretol- 
XR, Teril, Epitol), oxcarbazepine (Trileptal), phenobarbital (Luminal), 
phenytoin (Dilantin, Dilantin-125, Phenytek), rifampin (Rifater, 
Rifamate, Rimactane, Rifadin), rifapentine (Priftin), dexlansoprazole 
(Dexilant), esomeprazole (Nexium, Vimovo), lansoprazole (Prevacid), 
omeprazole (Prilosec, Zegerid), pantoprazole sodium (Protonix), 
rabeprazole (Aciphex), more than 1 dose of the steroid medicine 
dexamethasone or dexamethasone sodium phosphate, or the herbal 
supplement St. John’s wort. 

•Take any other medicines to treat HIV-1 infection, unless 
recommended by your healthcare provider. 

What are the other possible side effects of COMPLERA? 

Serious side effects of COMPLERA may also include: 

•Severe skin rash and allergic reactions. Call your doctor right away if 
you get a rash. Some rashes and allergic reactions may need to be 
treated in a hospital. Stop taking COMPLERA and get medical help 
right away if you get a rash with any of the following symptoms: severe 
allergic reactions causing a swollen face, lips, mouth, tongue or throat 
which may lead to difficulty swallowing or breathing; mouth sores or 
blisters on your body; inflamed eye (conjunctivitis); fever, dark urine or 
pain on the right side of the stomach-area (abdominal pain). 

• New or worse kidney problems, including kidney failure. Your 
healthcare provider should do blood tests to check your kidneys before 
starting treatment with COMPLERA. If you have had kidney problems, or 
take other medicines that may cause kidney problems, your healthcare 
provider may also check your kidneys during treatment with COMPLERA. 



•Depression or mood changes. Tell your healthcare provider right away 
if you have any of the following symptoms: feeling sad or hopeless, 
feeling anxious or restless, have thoughts of hurting yourself (suicide) or 
have tried to hurt yourself. 

•Changes in liver enzymes: People who have had hepatitis B or C, or 
who have had changes in their liver function tests in the past may 
have an increased risk for liver problems while taking COMPLERA. 
Some people without prior liver disease may also be at risk. Your 
healthcare provider may do tests to check your liver enzymes before 
and during treatment with COMPLERA. 

•Bone problems, including bone pain or bones getting soft or thin, which may 
lead to fractures. Your healthcare provider may do tests to check your bones. 
•Changes in body fat can happen in people taking HIV-1 medicines. 
•Changes in your immune system. Your immune system may get 
stronger and begin to fight infections. Tell your healthcare provider if 
you have any new symptoms after you start taking COMPLERA. 

The most common side effects of COMPLERA include trouble sleeping 
(insomnia), abnormal dreams, headache, dizziness, diarrhea, nausea, 
rash, tiredness, and depression. Other common side effects include 
vomiting, stomach pain or discomfort, skin discoloration (small spots 
or freckles), and pain. Tell your healthcare provider if you have any side 
effects that bother you or do not go away. 

What should I tell my healthcare provider before 
taking COMPLERA? 

•All your health problems. Be sure to tell your healthcare provider if 
you have or had any kidney, mental health, bone, or liver problems, 
including hepatitis virus infection. 

•All the medicines you take, including prescription and nonprescription 
medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. COMPLERA may affect 
the way other medicines work, and other medicines may affect how 
COMPLERA works. Keep a list of all your medicines and show it to your 
healthcare provider and pharmacist. Do not start any new medicines while 
taking COMPLERA without first talking with your healthcare provider. 

• If you take rifabutin (Mycobutin). Talk to your healthcare provider 
about the right amount of rilpivirine (Edurant) you should take. 

• If you take antacids. Take antacids at least 2 hours before or at least 
4 hours after you take COMPLERA. 

• If you take stomach acid blockers. Take acid blockers at least 12 
hours before or at least 4 hours after you take COMPLERA. Ask your 
healthcare provider if your acid blocker is okay to take, as some acid 
blockers should never be taken with COMPLERA. 

• If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant. It is not known if 
COMPLERA can harm your unborn baby. Tell your healthcare provider if 
you become pregnant while taking COMPLERA. 

• If you are breastfeeding (nursing) or plan to breastfeed. Do not 
breastfeed. HIV-1 can be passed to the baby in breast milk. Also, some 
medicines in COMPLERA can pass into breast milk, and it is not known if 
this can harm the baby.

What is COMPLERA? 

• COMPLERA is a prescription medicine used as a complete HIV-1 
treatment in one pill a day. COMPLERA is for adults who have never taken 
HIV-1 medicines before and who have no more than 100,000 copies/mL of 
virus in their blood (this is called Viral load’). Complera can also replace 
current HIV-1 medicines for some adults who have an undetectable viral 
load (less than 50 copies/mL) and whose healthcare provider determines 
that they meet certain other requirements. 

• COMPLERA is a complete HIV-1 medicine and should not be used with 
any other HIV-1 medicines. 

• COMPLERA should always be taken with food. A protein drink does not 
replace food. 

• COMPLERA does not cure HIV-1 or AIDS. You must stay on continuous 
HIV-1 therapy to control HIV-1 infection and decrease HIV-related illnesses. 

• Ask your healthcare provider about how to prevent passing HIV-1 
to others. Do not share or reuse needles, injection equipment, or 
personal items that can have blood or body fluids on them. Do not have 
sex without protection. Always practice safer sex by using a latex or 
polyurethane condom to lower the chance of sexual contact with semen, 
vaginal secretions, or blood. 

What is the most important information I should know about COMPLERA? 
COMPLERA can cause serious side effects, including: 

• Build-up of an acid in your blood (lactic acidosis). Lactic acidosis 
can happen in some people who take COMPLERA or similar (nucleoside 
analogs) medicines. Lactic acidosis is a serious medical emergency 
that can lead to death. Lactic acidosis can be hard to identify early, 
because the symptoms could seem like symptoms of other health 
problems. Call your healthcare provider right away if you get any of 
the following symptoms which could be signs of lactic acidosis: 

-feel very weak or tired 

- have unusual (not normal) muscle pain 

- have trouble breathing 

- having stomach pain with nausea or vomiting 

- feel cold, especially in your arms and legs 
-feel dizzy or lightheaded 

- have a fast or irregular heartbeat 

• Severe liver problems. Severe liver problems can happen in people 
who take COMPLERA. In some cases, these liver problems can lead to 
death. Your liver may become large (hepatomegaly) and you may develop 
fat in your liver (steatosis). Call your healthcare provider right away if 
you get any of the following symptoms of liver problems: 

- your skin or the white part of your eyes turns yellow (jaundice) 

- dark “tea-colored” urine 

- light-colored bowel movements (stools) 

- loss of appetite for several days or longer 

- nausea 
-stomach pain 

• You may be more likely to get lactic acidosis or severe liver problems 
if you are female, very overweight (obese), or have been taking 
COMPLERA for a long time. 



• Worsening of Hepatitis B infection. If you have hepatitis B virus (HBV) 
infection and take COMPLERA, your HBV may get worse (flare-up) if you stop 
taking COMPLERA. A “flare-up” is when your HBV infection suddenly returns 
in a worse way than before. COMPLERA is not approved for the treatment of 
HBV, so you must discuss your HBV with your healthcare provider. 

- Do not run out of COMPLERA. Refill your prescription or talk to your 
healthcare provider before your COMPLERA is all gone. 

- Do not stop taking COMPLERA without first talking to your 
healthcare provider. 

- If you stop taking COMPLERA, your healthcare provider will need to 
check your health often and do blood tests regularly to check your 
HBV infection. Tell your healthcare provider about any new or unusual 
symptoms you may have after you stop taking COMPLERA. 

Who should not take COMPLERA? 

Do not take COMPLERA if you also take any of the following medicines: 

• Medicines used for seizures: carbamazepine (Carbatrol, Equetro, 
Tegretol, Tegretol-XR, Teril, Epitol); oxcarbazepine (Trileptal); 
phenobarbital (Luminal); phenytoin (Dilantin, Dilantin-125, Phenytek) 

• Medicines used for tuberculosis: rifampin (Rifater, Rifamate, 
Rimactane, Rifadin); rifapentine (Priftin) 

• Certain medicines used to block stomach acid called proton pump 
inhibitors (PPIs): dexlansoprazole (Dexilant); esomeprazole (Nexium, 
Vimovo); lansoprazole (Prevacid); omeprazole (Prilosec, Zegerid); 
pantoprazole sodium (Protonix); rabeprazole (Aciphex) 

• Certain steroid medicines: More than 1 dose of dexamethasone or 
dexamethasone sodium phosphate 

• Certain herbal supplements: St. John’s wort 

• Certain hepatitis medicines: adefovir (Hepsera), lamivudine (Epivir-HBV) 
Do not take COMPLERA if you also take any other HIV-1 medicines, including:

• Other medicines that contain lamivudine (Combivir, Epivir, Epzicom,

• rilpivirine (Edurant), unless you are also taking rifabutin (Mycobutin) 

COMPLERA is not for use in people who are less than 18 years old. 

What are the possible side effects of COMPLERA? 

COMPLERA may cause the following serious side effects:

• Severe skin rash and allergic reactions. Skin rash is a common side effect 
of COMPLERA but it can also be serious. Call your doctor right away if you 
get a rash. In some cases, rash and allergic reaction may need to be 
treated in a hospital. Stop taking COMPLERA and call your doctor or get 
medical help right away if you get a rash with any of the following symptoms: 

- severe allergic reactions causing a swollen face, lips, mouth, tongue 
or throat, which may cause difficulty swallowing or breathing 

- mouth sores or blisters on your body 

- inflamed eye (conjunctivitis) 

- fever, dark urine or pain on the right side of the stomach-area 
(abdominal pain) 

• New or worse kidney problems, including kidney failure. Your healthcare 
provider should do blood and urine tests to check your kidneys before 
you start and while you are taking COMPLERA. If you have had kidney 
problems in the past or need to take another medicine that can cause 
kidney problems, your healthcare provider may need to do blood tests 
to check your kidneys during your treatment with COMPLERA. 



• Depression or mood changes. Tell your healthcare provider right away 
if you have any of the following symptoms: 

-feeling sad or hopeless 
-feeling anxious or restless 

- have thoughts of hurting yourself (suicide) or have tried to hurt yourself 

• Change in liver enzymes. People with a history of hepatitis B or C 
virus infection or who have certain liver enzyme changes may have an 
increased risk of developing new or worsening liver problems during 
treatment with COMPLERA. Liver problems can also happen during 
treatment with COMPLERA in people without a history of liver disease. 
Your healthcare provider may need to do tests to check your liver 
enzymes before and during treatment with COMPLERA. 

• Bone problems can happen in some people who take COMPLERA. Bone 
problems include bone pain, softening or thinning (which may lead to 
fractures). Your healthcare provider may need to do tests to check your bones. 

• Changes in body fat can happen in people taking HIV-1 medicine. 

These changes may include increased amount of fat in the upper back 
and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the main part of your 
body (trunk). Loss of fat from the legs, arms and face may also happen. 
The cause and long term health effect of these conditions are not known. 

• Changes in your immune system (Immune Reconstitution Syndrome) 
can happen when you start taking HIV-1 medicines. Your immune 
system may get stronger and begin to fight infections that have been 
hidden in your body for a long time. Tell your healthcare provider if you 
start having any new symptoms after starting your HIV-1 medicine. 

The most common side effects of COMPLERA include: 

• Trouble sleeping (insomnia), abnormal dreams, headache, dizziness, 
diarrhea, nausea, rash, tiredness, depression 

Additional common side effects include: 

• Vomiting, stomach pain or discomfort, skin discoloration (small spots 
or freckles), pain 

Tell your healthcare provider if you have any side effect that bothers 
you or that does not go away. 

• These are not all the possible side effects of COMPLERA. For more 
information, ask your healthcare provider. 

• Call your doctor for medical advice about side effects. You may report 
side effects to FDA at 1-800-FDA-1088. 

What should I tell my healthcare provider before taking COMPLERA? 
Tell your healthcare provider about all your medical conditions, including: 

• If you have or had any kidney, mental health, bone, or liver problems, 
including hepatitis B or C infection. 

• If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant. It is not known if 
COMPLERA can harm your unborn child. 

- There is a pregnancy registry for women who take antiviral medicines 
during pregnancy. The purpose of this registry is to collect information 
about the health of you and your baby. Talk to your healthcare provider 
about how you can take part in this registry. 

• If you are breastfeeding (nursing) or plan to breastfeed. Do not breastfeed 
if you take COMPLERA. 

- You should not breastfeed if you have HIV-1 because of the risk of 
passing HIV-1 to your baby. 

- Two of the medicines in COMPLERA can pass to your baby in your 
breast milk. It is not known if this could harm your baby. 

- Talk to your healthcare provider about the best way to feed your baby. 



Tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines you take, 
including prescription and over-the-counter medicines, vitamins, and 
herbal supplements: 

• COMPLERA may affect the way other medicines work, and other 
medicines may affect how COMPLERA works. 

• If you take certain medicines with COMPLERA, the amount of 
COMPLERA in your body may be too low and it may not work to help 
control your HIV-1 infection. The HIV-1 virus in your body may become 
resistant to COMPLERA or other HIV-1 medicines that are like it. 

• Be sure to tell your healthcare provider if you take any of the 
following medicines: 

- Rifabutin (Mycobutin), a medicine to treat some bacterial infections. 
Talk to your healthcare provider about the right amount of rilpivirine 
(Edurant) you should take. 

- Antacid medicines that contain aluminum, magnesium hydroxide, or 
calcium carbonate. Take antacids at least 2 hours before or at least 
4 hours after you take COMPLERA. 

- Certain medicines to block the acid in your stomach, including 
cimetidine (Tagamet), famotidine (Pepcid), nizatidine (Axid), or 
ranitidine hydrochloride (Zantac). Take the acid blocker at least 12 
hours before or at least 4 hours after you take COMPLERA. Some 
acid blocking medicines should never be taken with COMPLERA (see 
“Who should not take COMPLERA?” for a list of these medicines). 

- Medicines that can affect how your kidneys work, including acyclovir 
(Zovirax), cidofovir (Vistide), ganciclovir (Cytovene IV, Vitrasert), 
valacyclovir (Valtrex), and valganciclovir (Valcyte).

HOW DO YOU write about AIDS for a 10 -year- 
old reader? In Brian Selznick’s The Marvels, you 
simply put the fact out there and let it sit quietly 
within the pages of the story, synthesized within 
a larger tale. “I knew very early on that queerness 
was going to be a part of the landscape of The 
Marvels because it had, as its inspiration, a real 
person who was gay and died of AIDS in 1999,” 
says Selznick. That person was Dennis Severs, an 
American in London who created a living house 
museum in the city’s rundown East End, arranging 
the rooms as if the occupants had simply 
vanished— a half-eaten loaf on a dining table, 
glasses part-filled with wine, overlapping noises 
and smells that conjured a ghostly aspect. Severs 
would himself vanish, at age 51, six years behind 
his partner, Simon Pettet (who died in 1993), 
making the story of his extraordinary home (still 
operating as a museum) only more poignant. 

Severs’s motto was Aut Visum Aut Non! (“You 
either see it or you don’t”), and in Selznick’s book 
this epigram becomes a comment on the power 
of fiction to help us make sense of things we 
don’t understand or aren’t able to deal with. “It’s 
shocking when someone leaves this world, and I 
think much of the book is about how we grapple 
with that loss,” says Selznick. “Children are as 
startled by death as adults are, and question it as 
much as adults do.” 

In The Marvels, the fiction within a fiction is 
a long family saga told through 400 pages of 
Selznick’s epic drawings, starting in 1766 with a 
shipwreck and ending on a cliffhanger in 1900— 
after which Selznick switches to prose to tell a 
more contemporary story of young Joseph Jervis 
and his uncle, Albert Nightingale. Selznick’s feel 
for the gothic makes this section wonderfully 
atmospheric, but it’s his decision to build the 
book around two gay love stories that feels 
simultaneously audacious and the most natural 
thing in the world. Reading it as an adult, one 
appreciates what was absent, for so many of us, in 
childhood. Less than a generation ago, such books 
were banned from school libraries (in some states 
they still are). Today they are proliferating. There 
have always been gay writers of children’s books, 
of course— Selznick’s great mentor was Maurice 
Sendak— but it’s only recently they have been able 
to step outside the closet. 



That The Marvels has an initial print run 
of 350,000 copies shows just how much has 
changed in the publishing world’s calculus. It is 
in many ways a reflection of the chicken-and- 
egg nature of gay visibility. The more books like 
Selznick’s bring gay characters into the culture, 
the more the culture expands to embrace them. 
What once seemed abnormal becomes routine. 
For Tracy Mack, Selznick’s longtime editor, 
this was exemplified when she took her three 
children to Selznick’s wedding. “It was our first 
gay wedding as a family, and we were telling 
them there was a time when this wasn’t possible, 
very recently, and they were so mad,” she recalls. 
“They were, like, ‘What do you mean it wasn’t 
allowed?’ ” Publishers like Scholastic are taking 
note. Mack says no one at the publishing house 
made any suggestion that Selznick should avoid 
mentioning AIDS. 

“We’re of the generation that didn’t grow up 
with as much fear, and I think because of that

we’ve been able to be more fearless in our writing,” 
says David Levithan, author of the groundbreaking 
2003 young adult novel Boy Meets Boy, and a 
friend of Selznick. He likes to compare his books 
to mirrors for gay teens to find a reflection of their 
own experience, and windows for straight teens to

ALLY OF THE YEAR

Yes, there’s work to be done— we 
are still waiting for Congress to pass 
comprehensive federal LGBT protections, 
for a start— but whichever way you look 
at it, this president and his administration 
have ushered extraordinary change 
into the lives of LGBT Americans. For 
someone who at first seemed coy, even 
awkward, on the subject, President 
Obama’s evolution on marriage equality 
has been something to behold. He came 
to office reiterating that marriage was 
an institution reserved for a man and 
a woman, and continued to hold that 
line throughout most of his first term, 
even while advancing other important 
legislation, including the repeal of “don’t 
ask, don’t tell.” Other signal achievements 
included an order prohibiting federal 
contractors from discriminating on the 
basis of sexual orientation or gender 
identity, passage of the first federal 
LGBT law in the Matthew Shepard and 
James Byrd, Jr. Hate Crimes Prevention 
Act, encouraging the end to a ban on 
transgender military service, and the 
ongoing effort to create a more diverse 
judiciary. His nomination of Eric Fanning 
to be secretary of the Army, if successful, 
will make him the first openly gay head 
of a military branch. 

Yet even as polls suggested that a 
growing majority of Americans supported 
same-sex unions, many of us were losing 
faith that the president would join their 
ranks. His public conversion, when it 
came on May 9, 2012, telegraphed just 
how far the country had moved, and was 



one that had the encouragement of two 
important women in his life: the first lady 
and his senior advisor, Valerie Jarrett. It 
took a few more years for the president 
to agree that marriage equality was a 
constitutional matter, rather than one left 
up to the states, but by November 2012, 
Americans were electing the nation’s 
first pro -gay marriage president. It was 
an extraordinary contrast to eight years 
earlier, when President Bush exploited 
fears of gay marriage to help secure a 
second term. 

From that moment, the wind has 
been in our sails. Obama’s re-election 
was followed by two Supreme Court 
decisions in June 2013: United States v. 
Windsor, which struck down the Defense 
of Marriage Act, and Hollingsworth v. 
Perry, which led to the annulling of 
California’s Proposition 8. In March this 
year, as the Supreme Court prepared to 
hear arguments on Obergefell v. Hodges, 
lawyers for the Justice Department filed a 
brief arguing that state bans on same-sex 
marriage were unconstitutional, likening 
them to prohibitions on interracial 
marriage. 

When he was sworn in on January 20, 
2009, there were two states where same- 
sex marriage was legal. Today it is a right 
nationwide. Many share credit for what 
has transpired, but there’s no question 
that without the active engagement of 
the 44th president of the United States, 
who has made securing the rights of 
LGBT Americans a fundamental part of 
his legacy, we’d still be working to fulfill 
that dream. On this issue, among many 
others, he is truly a great American. 



AN INTERVIEW WITH 
THE PRESIDENT 

Mr. President, who was the first person 
you met who you knew was gay? 

I’m not sure who the first openly gay 
person I met was, but Dr. Lawrence 
Goldyn, one of my college professors, 
is a man who stands out to me. I took 
his class freshman year at Occidental. I 
was probably 18 years old— Lawrence 
was one of the younger professors— and 
we became good friends. He went out 
of his way to advise lesbian, gay, and 
transgender students at Occidental, and 
keep in mind, this was 1978. That took a 
lot of courage, a lot of confidence in who 
you are and what you stand for. I got to 
recognize Lawrence last year at our Pride 
Month reception at the White House, and 
thank him for influencing the way I think 
about so many of these issues. 

When was the moment that you 
realized that LGBT equality would be a 
key focus for your administration? 

This really goes back to when I was a 
kid, because my mom instilled in me the 
strong belief that every person is of equal 
worth. At the same time, growing up as a 
black guy with a funny name, I was often 
reminded of exactly what it felt like to be 
on the outside. One of the reasons I got 
involved in politics was to help deliver on 
our promise that we’re all created equal, 
and that no one should be excluded from 
the American dream just because of 
who they are. That’s why, in the Senate, I 
supported repealing DOMA [the Defense 
of Marriage Act]. It’s why, when I ran for 
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president the first time, I publicly asked 
for the support of the LGBT community, 
and promised that we could bring about 
real change for LGBT Americans. 

Watching Sasha and Malia grow up, 
are you conscious of a generational 
difference in their attitudes to 
homosexuality versus the generation(s) 
before them? 

Absolutely. To Malia and Sasha and 
their friends, discrimination in any form 
against anyone doesn’t make sense. It 
doesn’t dawn on them that friends who 
are gay or friends’ parents who are same- 
sex couples should be treated differently 
than anyone else. That’s powerful. My 
sense is that a lot of parents across the 
country aren’t going to want to sit around 
the dinner table and try to justify to their 
kids why a gay teacher or a transgender 
best friend isn’t quite as equal as 
someone else. That’s also why it’s so 
important to end harmful practices like 
conversion therapy for young people and 
allow them to be who they are. The next 
generation is spurring change not just for 
future generations, but for my generation, 
too. As president, and as a dad, that 
makes me proud. It makes me hopeful. 

When you were a community organizer 
in the South Side of Chicago in the 
1980s, one of the principal issues was 
housing. Was the impact of AIDS and 
HIV a part of that? 

In Chicago in the 1980s, as was the 
case across the country, Americans living 
with HIV/AIDS were unfairly evicted 
from their homes, fired from their jobs, 
and forced to face social, economic, 
and personal atrocities— which is to say 
nothing of the health problems they were 
dealing with. That’s one of the reasons 
that my administration developed the 
first-ever comprehensive National HIV/ 
AIDS Strategy for the United States. 
People living with HIV are benefiting 
from more effective collaboration 
across the federal government. By the 
way, they’re also benefiting from the 
implementation of the Affordable Care 
Act, which allows for funding increases 
and groundbreaking new work towards 
an AIDS-free generation.

In your 2013 inauguration speech you 
delighted the LGBT community by 
including Stonewall alongside Seneca 
Falls and Selma as a touchstone of 
America’s progressive history. Tell 
me about the decision to mention 
Stonewall in the speech. 

Part of being American is having a 
responsibility to stand up for freedom— 
not just our own freedom, but for 
everybody’s freedom. Our individual 
stories come together to make one large 
American story. Just like Seneca Falls is 
part of the American story, and Selma is 
part of the American story, Stonewall is 
part of the American story, and I thought 
it was important to say so. 

The Supreme Court decision on 
Obergefell v. Hodges, that the 
fundamental right to marry should be 
guaranteed to LGBT couples, was one 
you described as a “victory for America.” 
How confident were you that SCOTUS 
would vote the way it did? 

Well, I try not to guess how the 
Supreme Court is going to rule. But 
even before the decision came down, 
one thing was clear: There had been 
a remarkable attitude shift— in hearts 
and minds— across America. The ruling 
reflected that. It reflected our values as a 
nation founded on the principle that we 
are all created equal. And, by the way, it 
was decades of our brothers and sisters 
fighting for recognition and equality— 
and too frequently risking their lives or 
facing rejection from family, friends, and 
co-workers— that got us to that moment. 
So I wasn’t surprised by the Supreme 
Court’s decision, but, like millions of 
Americans, I was proud and happy that 
it came down the way it did— and I was 
honored to stand in the Rose Garden and 



reiterate for every American that we are 
strongest, that we are most free, when all 
of us are treated equally. I was proud to 
say that love is love. 

What advice would you give to the Kim 
Davises of America who feel they are 
being forced to choose between the law 
and their conscience? 

I am a man of faith and believe deeply 
in religious freedom, but at the end of 
the day, nobody is above the rule of 
law— especially someone who voluntarily 
takes an oath to uphold that law. That’s 
something we’ve got to respect. 

In Kenya this year you likened the LGBT 
experience in Africa to the civil rights 
struggle of African-Americans in the 
U.S. Not everyone has been a fan of 
the comparison. Why do you think it’s 
valuable to tie these struggles together 
in this way? 

I made that comparison because I 
think it’s an accurate one. As I said in 
Kenya, in a lot of ways what we’re talking 
about is equality under the law— that 
was a critical element of the civil rights 
movement in the United States, and that 
is an essential part of the struggle that 
LGBT people are facing around the world. 

I think this is both a question of 
attitudes and a question of behavior. 
Accepting and embracing someone 
for who they are requires a change 
in attitude. And in the United States 
we’ve seen that change in attitude, in 
many hearts and minds, as more and 
more LGBT people are brave enough 
to come out and live their lives openly, 
and as their relatives and neighbors and 
co-workers realize that they know and 
like and love a member of the LGBT 
community. 

The other part is behavior. Regardless 
of their personal views, we need to treat 
one another with a basic level of respect. 
And governments need to enforce 
the law, prosecute acts of violence, 
and protect the human rights of their 
citizens— all of their citizens— without 
discrimination. 

I also think that it’s important for us 
to acknowledge our own history. In the 
United States we talk a lot about working 
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to perfect our union. And there is a lot 
of work to be done with respect to civil 
rights in the United States— for African- 
Americans, LGBT people, for many 
others. When I travel around the world 
and speak to foreign audiences, I think it 
is helpful when I acknowledge our own 
shortcomings and speak honestly about 
our history and the lessons we’ve learned 
along the way instead of pretending that 
we have all the answers. I think it also 
helps build the trust and openness we 
need to work together as countries to 
meet a whole range of challenges. 

We have lots of alliances with countries 
that do not respect LGBT rights, such 
as Saudi Arabia. How can the U.S. play 



a constructive role in challenging those 
regimes on their human rights record? 

Promoting and protecting the human 
rights of all people, regardless of their 
sexual orientation or gender identity, is 
a fundamental part of our foreign policy 
and an element of our engagements with 
governments all over the world, including 
our close partners. 

When we talk about LGBT issues, we 
emphasize the importance of universal 
human rights— the right to freedom of 
expression, association, and peaceful 
assembly and the importance of non- 
violence, non-discrimination, and 
equality under the law— and those don’t 
change or go away just because someone 
is a member of the LGBT community. 



So, while some people try to claim that 
homosexuality doesn’t exist in their 
culture or that we are trying to impose 
“foreign” values, the truth is that LGBT 
people are members of all societies 
and the protection of human rights is a 
universal value. 

How we deliver that message may 
change from country to country. 
Sometimes I do so in public speeches. 
Other times, we may do so in 
private, during meetings with foreign 
governments. Yes, it can make for some 
difficult conversations, but the United 
States will continue to raise our voice on 
behalf of universal human rights.

NEWSMAKER OF THE YEAR

There couldn’t have been a more momentous 
year for Caitlyn Jenner than this one. She 
came out as transgender to Diane Sawyer in 
an ABC interview in April, revealed her new 
name and look in a Vanity Fair cover story in 
June, and was given the Arthur Ashe Courage 
Award at the ESPYs in July. Later that month, E! 
premiered I Am Cait, the docuseries that trades 
Jenner’s life since coming out. 

Between the accolades and praise, Jenner’s 
transition has been subject to a barrage of 
attacks and mockery from South Park, from 
right-wing media, from bigots on Twitter— to 
the degree that even Siri had to get involved, 
with helpful hints on how not to misgender the 
world’s most famous trans person. 

At her bright hilltop home in Malibu in 
September, Jenner is sanguine through all the 
fuss. “It’s my temperament” to be relaxed, she 
says. “But it is a lot.” Jenner is in a robe and 
slippers in a director’s chair, while a hairstylist 
and makeup artist prepare her for her first 
magazine photo shoot since that historic 
Vanity Fair cover. She flips between golf and 
football on the TV. 

“Yesterday was significant, because my 
name and gender change came through. Holy 
crap,” Jenner says, and takes a breath. “Here 
we are— honestly never knowing if this day 
would ever come. In some ways, it’s a little sad. 
Bruce was a good guy, did a lot of good things, 
raised a tremendous family and wonderful 
kids. But I just couldn’t play that game any 
longer.” She says the news was overwhelming. 
“I actually cried a little bit about it. I was on the 
golf course, off playing by myself. It was very 
exciting, but such a head trip.” 

While the first season of I Am Cait saw 
Jenner divulge private fears and depicted her 
exchanges with friends and family (some of 
whom had never before seen her present 
as a woman), the show also gave her the 



opportunity to discover her new community. 
She met with trans youth at a summer camp, 
with activists, and with many trans women, 
some of whom recounted their experiences 
as victims of anti-trans violence. So much of 
this world was entirely new to Jenner. Chandi 
Moore, one of Jenner’s new friends and guides, 
took her to task for too often saying “they” of 
trans people, rather than “we.” 

“I have been on the outside of that 
community, until four months ago basically. 
When did Vanity Fair come out?” Jenner says. 
“Like three months and a week,” says Ronda 
Kamihira, Jenner’s close friend and assistant 
who helped Jenner select her new name. 
“Chandi was absolutely right,” Jenner continues. 
“I’ve never, ever been able to talk to anybody. I 
didn’t meet my first trans person until I did the 
show. The only connection I had was watching 
YouTube videos. And during the 70s and 
’80s, and even through the ’90s, there wasn’t 
any of that. Just like anybody going through 
a transition, people find it hard to make the 
difference between ‘he’ and ‘she’ and gender 
markers and name changes. It’s tough for me to 
realize that finally, after all of this time, I’m part 
of the community. People want results right 
now. And all this stuff takes time.” 

Jenner is acutely aware of the scrutiny she 
and her show are under, and she’s intensely 
concerned with getting it right. But rather than 
weigh oppressively on Jenner, her role and 
obligations have become a new mission in life. 

“I always thought that I want to wake up in 
the morning excited about the day, excited that 
I have things to do, things to accomplish, things 
to learn,” she says. “I want to be excited about 
life always. For the longest time, I was not. I 
isolated myself from the world. I never felt like I 
fit in anywhere. Today that’s all changed. I’m so 
terribly excited about the future. I have so many 
things to do. I feel like I have a place in life.”

ARTIST OF THE YEAR

These days, Carrie Brownstein is best known as the star 
and co-creator of Portlandia, her offbeat IFC sketch 
comedy series with Fred Armisen. But her 2015 memoir, 
Hunger Makes Me a Modem Girl, is about the other 
Carrie Brownstein, the one who’s been a singer and 
guitarist in the acclaimed indie punk-rock trio Sleater- 
Kinney for two decades. 

The tale of a young suburban outsider who broke 
into the rarefied riot grrrl scene in the mid-’90s only 
to completely redefine it, Hunger details the highs and 
lows of life on the road, and on the fringes. Brownstein 
brings the same self-awareness, self-deprecating 
humor, and relatability to her storytelling that has made 
her performances on Pordandia so endearing. She 
is the decidedly uncool cool rock star, the kind who 
suffers from shingles while on tour; the kind who, while 
leaving Marc Jacobs’s Paris apartment after shooting a 
Sonic Youth video with Kim Gordon, steps in dog shit. 

“There’s always been a strain of humility in my work, 
a relationship to what is awkward and the ways I feel 
like I don’t belong,” says Brownstein, who recently 
reunited with Sleater- Kinney after a 10 -year hiatus to 
release the band’s latest album, No Cities to Love. “I 
don’t value away of living that protects me from grit 
and dirtiness and messiness.” 

If anything, life’s messiness seems to have 
emboldened her. In the book, Brownstein recounts her 
rough patches with clarity and an unshowy eloquence. 



Passages about her mother’s eating disorder, the Spin 
interview in which she was outed at the start of her 
career, and her father’s own coming out afterward are 
especially moving. 

Yet the memoir is more than a personal portrait or a 
lover letter to the music that saved her. It is ultimately a 
manifesto for the modern artist. The hunger of its title 
connotes the endless, insatiable quest for the next big 
idea or breakthrough, the perpetual discomfort that 
should reside in any creative spirit, the doing away 
with entitlement or complacency despite the fame and 
accolades that come with success. As Brownstein writes, 
“The stakes should always feel high.” 

Which is why she continues to challenge herself, this 
year branching out into dramatic roles and exploring 
the visions of her trailblazing peers. Brownstein makes a 
brief cameo in director Todd Haynes’s lesbian romance 
and Cannes hit, Carol, and she’ll also reprise her role as 
the queer character Syd in the upcoming second season 
of Jill Soloway ’s Emmy- winning Transparent. 

“I can’t really imagine settling into the status 
quo,” she says. And that outlook extends to her 
politics, whether it’s her views on sexism, racism, or 
transphobia. “With each victory, there still has to be an 
assessment of what is yet to be fought for, still a sense 
of inequality or injustice,” Brownstein says. “I think 
empathy is the quiclcest path to defiance.”

“This has been one of the most insane years I could have ever 
expected,” says singer- songwriter Jess Glynne, who in the 
span of just 18 months became only the second British female 
solo artist to score five number 1 singles in the U.K. (the other, 
Cheryl Cole, took five years). After winning a Grammy this past 
February for “Rather Be,” her breakthrough collaboration with 
the electronic dance act Clean Bandit, Glynne released her 
debut solo record, I Cry When I Laugh, a collection of soaring 
disco-pop tracks, many inspired by a breakup with a girlfriend. 
The 2 6 -year- old siren quickly proved that she could spin 
heartache into gold when the album also raced to the top of 
the U.K. charts. “My music is full of hope in the face of any kind 
of adversity,” Glynne says, “and I will always encourage that.”

RAPPER & PRODUCER 

One of this year’s most promising debuts, Leif’s Riot Boi 
delivers on its title’s promise. The Harlem rapper and 
producer’s first studio album is the sound of simmering 
desire, unleashed fury, and rafter- shaking elation, a 
labyrinthine, sociopolitical assault on the senses. “It’s a 
very pro-trans, pro-clean water, Black Lives Matter record,” 
he told Vice in August. The song “Grace, Alek or Naomi” 
exalts the dark-skinned beauty of fashion idols like Grace 
Jones and Naomi Campbell, “Umami/Water” pays tribute to 
transgender artist and DJ Juliana Huxtable, and the closing 
track, “Change,” calls for a fierce embrace of one’s racial 
identity. RiotBoi’s production is often dark, grimy, and 
aggressive— spastic synths, pitch-slapped vocals, and beats 
as piercing and clangy as a bag of nails— but its underlying 
message is one of self-love and hope. “It’s been amazing to 
be someone who creates a safe space for us,” Leif says, “the 
not so privileged.”

Lily Tomlin never had a newsworthy 
coming-out moment. Since the 1970s, when 
she met her wife, Jane Wagner, her sexual 
orientation has simply been something that’s 
known. She hasn’t strived to be a role model, 
and as she told Out in May, she thinks “the 
gay community is far too sophisticated to 
be indebted to role models.” That’s typically 
modest for a woman who says she feels 
“most myself when I’m performing onstage 
with an audience that is truly responsive.” A 
2014 Kennedy Center Honoree, Tomlin has 
had two high-profile projects this year: the 
Netflix series Grace and Frankie, in which 
she and Jane Fonda play women whose 
husbands leave them for each other, and 
Grandma, an Oscar-buzzy road trip film that 
sees Tomlin playing gay. The movie gives the 
actress her first leading role since 1988’s Big 
Business, but more important, it’s one of the 
few contemporary films with a queer actor 
playing a queer character. Which means, of 
course, that, at 76, Tomlin is still a pioneer.

EDITH WINDSOR, GILBERT BAKER, EVAN WOLFSON,

“We made love all afternoon and went 
dancing all night— and that was the 
beginning,” was how EDITH WINDSOR 
summed up meeting Thea Spyer, her 
lifelong partner. They married in 2007 
in Canada, 42 years after that heady first 
date, but it was Spyer’s death, two years 
later, that set the stage for a Supreme 
Court battle as Windsor fought to get 
back the estate taxes she had to pay 
because her marriage wasn’t recognized 
by law. The court came down on 
Windsor’s side, striking out Section 3 of 
the Defense of Marriage Act, which held 
that marriage “means only a legal union 
between one man and one woman.” 

“Flags are about power, about visibility. 
You can’t really design a flag,” GILBERT 
BAKER says about the symbolic nature 
of the rainbow flag, which was acquired 
by the Museum of Modern Art this year. 
Baker admits he’s seen plenty of “tacky 
rainbow stuff” since he first created that 
flag in San Francisco in 1978, but he 
was especially touched that the White 
House was lit in rainbow colors after the 
Supreme Court ruling this June. “I just 
burst into tears that day,” he says. 

As a third-year student at Harvard 
Law School in 1983, EVAN WOLFSON 
wrote a thesis outlining the case for 
same-sex marriage. This year, the man 
widely considered the chief architect of 
marriage equality was happily out of a 
job when the Supreme Court agreed that 
LGBT Americans have a constitutional 
right to get married. His powerful 
organization, Freedom to Marry, founded 
in 2003, has has wound down its 
operations— mission accomplished— and 
Wolfson is now turning his skills toward 
others battles, such as immigration and 
workplace protections. 



Shortly after he published his 1995 book, 
Virtually Normal, in which he advocated 
same-sex marriage, journalist ANDREW 
SULLIVAN found himself debating the 
issue on Crossfire. “This is the loopiest 
idea ever to come down the pike,” sniffed 
Gary Bauer, the then-president of the 
Family Research Council. “Why are we 
even discussing it?” In a June 26 post 
for his pioneering blog, The Daily Dish, 
Sullivan recounted this experience as 
one of many “isolating days” along the 
long road to the Supreme Court ruling 
on Obergefell v. Hodges. Sullivan was 
in Provincetown when the news broke, 
enjoying a blogging-free summer after 
shuttering his site to focus on book 
writing (his June 26 post was a relapse). 
“It felt like my body and soul were 
absorbing some massive sonic wave,” 
he says of the historic day. So now that 
his “loopy” idea has become the law, 
what next? “Ending HIV in a generation 
through PrEP and viral suppression,” he 
says. “It can be done!” 

The 800-page novel, The American 
People: Volume 1, which LARRY 
KRAMER worlced on for nearly 40 
years, is not an easy read. He calls it his 
“Proust,” and in it, he’s queered most of 
the country’s history, malcing presidents 
like Washington, Lincoln, Jaclcson, 
and Nixon gay. It’s fiction and a form 
of activism. As he explained to author 
Andrew Holleran in an interview in The 
Advocate earlier this year: “Successful 
activism is about being angry and loud 
enough to be heard. Choose your targets, 
and go after them in any way you think 
you can.... Anger, passion, and volume 
are your weapons. We all have these 
within us.”

Two years ago, former child star Raven-Symone, who 
first appeared on The Cosby Show when she was only 3, 
decided to leave show business altogether. She’d enrolled 
in San Francisco’s Academy of Art University, but then 
to “pay the bills” she started taking on projects like Fox’s 
hit series Empire (which also stars her partner, AzMarie 
Livingston). It was an offer this June to co-host The View, 
however, that officially pulled her out of retirement. “I 
was perfectly OK with just school and not having a job,” 



says the 29-year-old. “But the love and family nature I 
felt at The View brought me back to TV in a permanent 
way.” Though her contrarian opinions have made her a 
lightning rod, Raven-Symone refuses to hold back. “This 
country has continuously ostracized groups of people that 
have a truth different from the status quo,” she says. “I will 
continue to tell my truth.”

MARRIAGE EQUALITY ACTIVIST 

Before his husband, John Arthur, died from ALS in 2013, Jim 
Obergefell decided that he would no longer allow himself 
and Arthur to be treated as second-class citizens, and filed 
suit against the state of Ohio to demand recognition of their 
lawful Maryland marriage on Arthur’s impending death 
certificate. That chain of events led to Obergefell becoming 
the lead plaintiff in the landmark marriage equality case 
Obergefell v. Hodges, argued before the Supreme Court 
earlier this year. “When I look back, I feel humbled that my 
love for and commitment to my husband have allowed me 
to experience so many things I never expected,” he says. “I’ve 
since done things I never dreamed of, but it’s the personal 
interactions with people across the country that really 
stand out.” He recalls listening to Justice Kennedy’s majority 
opinion on June 26 as a bittersweet moment. “I felt a mixture 
of sadness, relief, and joy. I missed my husband, John, more 
in that moment than I had in quite some time. As in so many 
other instances since his death, my immediate thought was, I 
can’t wait to talk about this with John .”

RAMIRO GOMEZ 

ARTIST 

Having worked as a live-in nanny for a Beverly Hills family, 
Ramiro Gomez is acutely aware of how domestic workers 
are treated. He finds inspiration and meaning in the most 
quotidian juxtapositions, such as a gardener with a leaf blower 
in front of the iconic Paul Smith store on Melrose Avenue, 
or the figure of a housecleaner inserted in one of legendary 
artist David Hockney’s 1960s Southern California scenes. 

As a young, gay Latino man living with hemophilia, Gomez 
understands what it means to be an outsider and feels his 
artwork is building bridges between multiple communities. 

He married his partner of nine years in 2015, but he hopes 
the momentum from marriage equality presses on. “We need 
to continue the efforts to include those on the margins, the 
undocumented members of the community,” he says, “to push 
for human rights, not just marriage rights.”

“My constant inspiration is the pressure of the ticking clock,” 
says Diana Nyad. “I can’t tolerate any unconscious moment. 

It’s not that I always have to be driving toward success, but I 
do refuse to let any waking moment be dull or not lived with 
gusto.” Indeed, it’s hard to imagine anyone who has grabbed life 
more vigorously than Nyad, who in September 2013, at the age 
of 64, succeeded in swimming from Cuba to Florida— her fifth 
attempt— becoming the first person to do so without the aid of 
a shark cage. Since achieving that feat, she has met President 
Obama and appeared as a contestant on Dancing With the 
Stars, continuing to inspire the masses. The title of her newly 
published memoir, Find a Way, is the same motto that’s kept 
her motivated. “I don’t wake up each morning a woman, a 
senior citizen, a lesbian, a Democrat, a human rights advocate, 
an atheist, a pacifist, an animal lover, or an environmentalist,” 
Nyad says. “I may be all of these things, but above all I’m just a 
person who cherishes a bold journey— who refuses to let this 
one wild and precious life slip quietly by.”

Wambach hasn’t decided if she’ll play in the 2016 Olympics 
in Rio, but she’ll remain an advocate for equality in sports no 
matter what happens. “I hope the women, the studs that come 
behind me, get better pay and get treated a little more like the 
men,” she says. “We’re the ones who have been winning time 
and time again, but the men are still pulling more money. This 
has to change. We have to stop letting this happen. That’s part 
of what I want as my legacy.”

That a queer coming-of-age tale won five Tony 
Awards (including Best Musical and two for 
Lisa Kron, who won for Best Original Score and 
Best Book of a Musical) is quite astounding. It’s 
a feat the three queer members of Fun Home's 
ensemble cast— Beth Malone (who plays adult 
Alison Bechdel), Roberta Colindrez (who plays 
her college girlfriend, Joan), and Joel Perez (the 
love interest of Bechdel’s closeted father)— 
especially appreciate. But the production, 
based on Bechdel’s bestselling 2006 graphic 
memoir of the same name, achieved another 
milestone when the musical’s producers 
insisted 11-year-old Sydney Lucas (who plays 
a young version of Bechdel) sing “Ring of 
Keys,” a sweet ode to a butch lesbian, during 
this year’s televised broadcast. “It’s not about 
sex, it’s about identity— which is perhaps 
even more threatening,” Bechdel explains. 

“In the play it’s a brilliant thing, but to reach 
that broader audience of people watching 
television? Who knows what the average 
viewer thought? Even if it’s not about sexuality, 
but about a child having awareness and 
subjective power, it’s kind of revolutionary.”

But it was the Moroccan novelist Abdellah Tai'a who earned 
the distinction of being the first Arab writer to come out in 
public, during a 2006 magazine interview. The reaction 
was immediate. “They said that I am a prostitute and not 
a Muslim anymore,” he recalled in an Out profile. “That I 
should apologize for the shame brought to my mother, to 
my religion, to my country.” Undeterred, Tai'a published a 
daring autobiographical novel, Salvation Army, turned into a 
brilliant indie film this year— which Tai'a also directed.

Shot 
by Mario Sorrenti, it featured gay models Ethan James 
Green and Reid Rohling as a same-sex couple— a 
first for the brand. For Kevin Carrigan, global creative 
director of CI< Calvin Klein, pushing boundaries 
is part of the glue that has kept him at one of the 
world’s best-known labels since 1998. The English- 
born designer was in Mykonos when the Supreme 
Court voted in favor of marriage equality. “We partied 
and felt totally elated,” he says. “But we can never 
forget that in some countries you can be sentenced to 
death for being gay. We must support, push, and fight 
for global equality.”

Pentecostal household in Detroit, Holly 
Miranda longed to break free. Leaving home 
at 16, she began performing in cafes in New 
York City, and now, a decade and a half later, 
the singer-guitarist has released her most 
accomplished work to date. A highlight of her 
self-titled third solo album is the poignant 
“Pelican Rapids,” a song she wrote about the 
2008 Prop 8 ballot initiative, and a heartening 
letter to adolescents facing the struggles she 
once did. In short, it’s the sound of an artist 
who’s found her salvation. “I’m always a little 
surprised when another year passes and I get 
to make music for a living,” Miranda says. “It 
may not always be glamorous, but I am living 
my childhood dream.”

ARTIST, MODEL, ACTIVIST 

As part of the House of Ladosha 
collective, Juliana Huxtable has 
become synonymous with the 
resurgence of an unabashedly queer 
subculture in New York City, one 
whose influence on art, fashion, and 
media is stronger than ever. This year, 
Huxtable was the star of the New 
Museum’s Triennial, which showed 
two of her self-portrait prints and 
a sculpture that depicted both her 
female and male anatomy (she was 
born intersex and raised as male). 
Huxtable received accolades from 
The New York Times, Vice, and Vogue, 
but she remains fiercely outspoken 
about the abuse she’s experienced 
as a trans woman of color. “I think 
that queer activism has lost touch 
with its radical traditions,” Huxtable 
says. “I want gay men to be as angry 
about trans death and the defunding 
of Planned Parenthood as they were 
about marriage. I’d love to see intersex 
people find advocates in the larger 
community [who will fight] against 
unfair coercive surgeries. And I’d love 
to see sex workers openly fought for 
by the movement.”

This year has been one of extraordinary change for 
Subhi Nahas. Three years after fleeing escalating antigay 
persecution in Syria, he was granted sanctuary in the U.S., 
where he continues to advocate on behalf of fellow LGBT 
refugees. In August, Nahas took the fight to the United 
Nations Security Council, offering personal testimony 
of the atrocities being perpetrated against gay people in 
his home country, both before and under ISIS. It was a 
historic first and, in Nahas’s eyes, imperative. “We may 
lack coordination as an international queer community,” 
he says, “but we are responsible for supporting other LGBT 
people, wherever they are.”

The personal has always been political for Sarah Kate 
Ellis, who appeared kissing her wife, the musician Kristen

of the confidence Ellis brings to the cause as president 
and CEO of GLAAD, a position she assumed in 2014.

Hunter says, “was the hope that if one person gets something out of it, it was all worthwhile.” In the doc itself, 
Hunter says he’s now “happy to be forgotten.” But that’s not happening anytime soon.

Chai Feldblum has been commissioner of the U.S. Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission since 2010, but 
2015 was a red-letter year, the culmination of decades of 
advocacy for the law professor and former clerk to Supreme 
Court associate justice Harry Blackmun (to whom she came 
out in the early 1990s). This summer, in a landmark ruling 
in Baldwin v. Foxx, the EEOC skillfully applied the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act to a case of discrimination against a gay federal 
employee. When the EEOC speaks, employers, human 
resource directors, and judges listen— and that could have a 
big impact on the 28 states without employment protections 
for LGBTs. “We’ve always known we are full members 
of society, but everyone else has had to catch up,” says 
Feldblum. “This year they’re starting to.”

“I was fortunate to be raised in a family that was very 
open-minded,” says Michael Kors. “I was always told 
that I could do whatever I wanted and be whoever I 
chose.”

Three months before Michael Sam came out to the world in 
an ESPN interview, Mason Darrow, an offensive linesman 
for the Princeton Tigers, came out to his teammate Caleb 
Slate.

But being a trailblazer isn’t easy, and on El’s I Am Cait, 
Cayne expressed some vulnerability, the flip side to her 
glamorous, proud persona. “I have always put on airs, 
because it’s part of my stage act, and it’s part of being 
the first trans woman on a network television show,” 
she says. “I had to represent our community. There 
couldn’t be a loose brick in this wall! So it was cathartic 
for me to talk about the problems I’ve had being in this 
industry, and the misogyny in our gay community against

Paul Reubens is not the only entertainer who credits Kelly 
Bush Novak with saving his career, but his story illuminates 
why her clients go out of their way to single her out for praise.

“Three of the biggest things I’ve ever done all happened in 
one year— in one month!” says Jen Richards. In August, she 
released the trailer for Her Story, the Web series she co-wrote 
and co-produced, and in which she also stars, about the 
dating lives of trans women. That same month, I Am Cait, 
which featured Richards in several episodes, came out, and 
was viewed by a couple million people worldwide. “It’s the 
biggest platform trans stories have ever had,” Richards says.

Trans Movement?’] became a cover story and generated a lot 
of conversation in my community.” Richards, the co-founder 
and former director of the Trans 100, is also the creator of 
We Happy Trans, a Web site dedicated to celebrating positive 
transgender experiences. It’s been “dizzying” but gratifying 
moving from behind the scenes into the public eye, but she 
says one kind of work is a natural extension of the other.

When Roland Emmerich learned of the Supreme Court ruling in favor of marriage equality, he was shooting the sequel 
to Independence Day. It was a moment in which history rubbed shoulders with Hollywood, and that’s precisely what 
happened with Stonewall, Emmerich’s 2015 film about the start of the LGBT civil rights movement. Stonewalls many 
detractors have panned Emmerich for whitewashing the 1969 riots, depicting them through the eyes of a stereotypical 
corn-fed lead (actor Jeremy Irvine). Yet too few have acknowledged that he’s made the first mainstream, unabashedly 
gay popcorn epic. Emmerich, who’s “very proud” of Stonewall, may or may not have made historic and artistic 
missteps. Still, it’s momentous that he’s crafted a traditional saga that wears its rainbow flag on its sleeve— that a man 
known for making movies about aliens applied the same blockbuster accessibility to the alienated.

Last December, Kentucky-born Dalton 
Maldonado found himself in a situation 
many gay teens have faced. After being 
thrashed in a tournament, his high school 
basketball team was lining up for the ritual 
handshake when he heard a familiar slur. 
“Hey, No. 3, 1 hear you’re a faggot.” Stung, 
Maldonado volleyed it back. “Yeah baby, 
can I have your number?” Back in the 
locker room, he broke down. “I had just 
come out, and it was definitely not the 
way I wanted to,” he told Outsports ’ Cyd 
Zeigler during a subsequent interview. But 
the abuse wasn’t over. As he attempted to 
board the bus taking his team back to their 
hotel, Maldonado was again confronted 



by the opposing players, who hammered 
on the bus windows and hurled insults. 
Several attempted to board before being 
ejected by the coaches. Others chased the 
bus through the streets in their cars, at 
which point the police were called in to 
control the situation. Through the ordeal 
Maldonado discovered his own voice as an 
out teen with a role to play. “Ninety-seven 
percent of Kentucky teens that identify as 
LGBTQI have reported being bullied and 
not having someone stand up for them,” he 
says. “That statistic has got to be fixed.”

When Jennicet Gutierrez interrupted Barack Obama 
during a White House reception, urging him to stop the 
detention and deportation of LGBT immigrants, the trans 
Latina activist may have been silenced— but people took 
notice. An organizer of Familia: Trans Queer Liberation 
Movement, Gutierrez has realized the need to speak up for 
those without a voice. “The injustice that we’re facing— the 
violence— I had to make this issue public,” she says. “At 
first the response was negative, but it raised visibility. It 
started a debate.”

MARC SOLOMON 

MARRIAGE EQUALITY ACTIVIST 



For nearly 15 years, Marc Solomon, the author of 2014’s 
Winning Marriage, has been on the front lines of America’s 
marriage equality battle. After helping secure the 2004 victory 
in Massachusetts, he joined Freedom to Marry in 2010 as its 
national campaign director, developing a nationwide strategy. 
Now the long fight has been won. “The notion that LGBT kids 
growing up in every part of this country will see that their love 
and relationships are treated equally by our government is so 
profoundly moving to me,” Solomon says. “It is such a powerful 
difference -maker for our community.”

MODEL & ACTRESS , 

Two short years ago, Hari Nef was just another New York 
kid, hitting Lower East Side parties between modeling gigs. 
But this year, her profile exploded wheA she headlined 
the Agender campaign for the British d Aartment store 
Selfridges. Soon after, Nef became the first trans model to 
be signed for worldwide representation by the prestigious 
talent agency IMG, and she landed a role in season 2 of 
Transparent. “It’s been a lucky year,” Nef says. “In New York, 
you don’t always get to be what you want you to be. That 
changed for me.” The 23-year-old Ivy League grad * wfro 
has also shown up in an all-trans campaign for H&M’s 



sister label, & Other Stories, and in a music video for the 
band the Drums— is determined to use her profile to shed 
light on vital issues. “Triumphs for trans women have been 
directly proportional to an increase in violence against less- 
privileged trans women, particularly black trans women,” 
s^notes. “It’s not all up to us, though— there needs to be 
nrore focus on the cisgender men who are killing us, and 
their prejudice.”

RADIO JOURNALISTS 

In order to win a 2015 Peabody Award for their 
reporting on the Bridgegate scandal (in which 
associates of governor Chris Christie colluded with 
the Port Authority of New York and New Jersey 
to punish an uncooperative mayor by closing the 
world’s busiest road bridge), longtime New York 
public radio reporter Andrea Bernstein (left), her 
co-reporter Matt Katz, and their editor, Nancy 
Solomon (right), pored over 15,000 pages of 
documents— multiple times. The closures were the 
tip of an iceberg built on briberies and kickbacks. 
“This is much more important than a sex scandal 
about a politician because it’s an abuse-of-power 



story,” says Solomon, “about how New Jersey’s 
most powerful men used the reins of government 
to make money and promote the governor’s 
career.” For Bernstein, who married her partner 
of 28 years in 2015, the story is a vindication of 
classic shoe-leather journalism. “Most newspapers 
of midsize cities have closed their investigative 
reporting units, and most radio newsrooms are 
too small, because it’very time-intensive,” she 
says. “WNYC is big enough but experimental 
enough for the newsroom to let us do that.”

It was a summer of milestones for 
James Costos (right), who’s been the U.S. 
ambassador to Spain and Andorra since 2013, 
and his partner, Michael Smith, a designer 
responsible for the 2010 redesign of the 
Oval Office. On June 26, the couple watched 
close friends embrace each other outside 
the Supreme Court when it ruled in favor of 
marriage equality in the United States, and 
the following week they celebrated the 10th 
anniversary of it in Spain. But even in places, 
like Spain, that seem ahead of the curve 
when it comes to gay rights, Costos insists 
there’s room to grow. “Discrimination and 
abuse still exist at all levels of society,” Costos 
says. “Marriage equality is a great thing, but it 
doesn’t solve all the issues we’re facing.”

BILL CONDON 

DIRECTOR 

Just when you think you have Bill Condon 
pegged, the director pulls a new trick out 
of his hat. A man who’s worked in threater, 
film, and TV (he revived Side Show on 
Broadway last year, and he’s produced the 
Oscars telecast), Condon has also bobbed 
and weaved amid his three favorite genres: 
musicals ( Dreamgids ), thrillers (the two-part 
Twilight finale), and historical dramas (Gods 
and Monsters). This year, his key triumph, 
the melancholic mystery Mr. Holmes, yielded 
one of Ian McKellen’s best performances. 

Next year, he’s back in the musical realm with 
a live-action take on Disney’s Beauty and 
the Beast. For such a fluid creative mind, it’s 
no surprise where he feels most at ease: “In 
water. Amid all the noise of life, I can block 
things out and get in touch with myself.”

DOCUMENTARY FILMMAKERS 

Shot in Puerto Rico, the vital trans doc Mala Mala, by 
Dan Sickles (center) and Antonio Santini (right), is as raw 
as it is stylized, suggesting Paris Is Burning reimagined 
by Almodovar. Given its bounty of LGBT advancements, 
Santini calls 2015 “the year of love— a great time to be 
working.” Yet Sickles, whose work won him a speaking gig 
at the American embassy in Kiev, doesn’t discount the lack 
of trans support for a second. “Eighteen trans women of 
color were murdered in the U.S. this year alone,” he says, 
“and only a handful of people are speaking up for them.” 
Parvez Sharma (left) grew up gay in a conservative 
city in India, but he seems impervious to vitriol, which 
helps, considering that his latest documentary, A Sinner 
in Mecca— a story of his personal journey on the hajj— has 
resulted in death threats since it began screening. But the 
men and women who’ve thanked him for making a film for 
gay Muslims sustain him. Says Sharma, “Maybe Muslims 
like me will be the reformers.”

TVS FILM PRODUCER 



In the 1990s, Andrea Sperling helped launch the New Queer 
Cinema movement with films like the indie cult gem Totally 
Fucked Up, and produced the acclaimed lesbian satire But 
I’m a Cheerleader. She has since turned her keen eye toward 
up-and-coming filmmakers like Drake Doremus, with whom 
she collaborated on the Sundance hit Like Crazy. Though 
she’s been in the business for more than 20 years, Sperling 
made her first foray into television in 2014 with Amazon’s 
Transparent. The series, which swept every major awards 
ceremony this year, ignited in Sperling a new passion for trans 
representation on screen. “It feels great to produce a show 
that’s on the brink of this civil rights movement,” she says. “I 
am grateful to have had the chance to be a part of it.”

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their LGBT peers. “For gay teenagers 
just the fact that I identify as gay— that 
I will do a presentation at their school 
and say, ‘As a gay man...’— has a lot of 
power, and because it has power for 
them it has power for us, the creators.” 
In a lecture Selznick gave this past 
May in Washington, D.C., he reinforced 
this point with his own experience as 
a child. “Because there were no books 
I knew of with gay people when I was 
young, there was no chance to see 
myself reflected back, to learn that I 
was not alone,” he said. “Children tend 
to accept the world around them as the 
way it is. The world we grow up inside 
of seems to be the only possible one.” 

Early in the prose portion of The 
Marvels , there is a brief moment that 
will set your heart murmuring in 
recognition. In it, the book’s young 
protagonist, Joseph, is distracted 
in the school library by a tapping 
sound. “Across the room was a dark- 
haired boy he hadn’t seen before. 

The boy tapped his fingers against 
the table and winked, which made 
Joseph blush.” It’s a subtle moment, 
but that blush speaks volumes. The 
boy is nicknamed Blink, so-called 
because of a neurological disorder 
that causes his body to twitch 
involuntarily. He and Joseph, dealing 
with his own sense of dispossession, 
quickly bond— over the poetry of 
Yeats, among other things— until fate 
intervenes to separate them. 

Although Blink is barely in the 
novel, his presence hovers over 
Joseph’s adventures in London, where 
he flees to find his uncle Albert, a 
study in loss whose home has been 



transformed into an elaborate and 
magical fiction. That both Albert and 
his nephew are gay is quietly evident, 
although Selznick makes no more 
of this than if the central characters 
were straight. “The queerness is never 
part of the problem; it’s just a natural 
part of their identities,” he says. “So 
often when there are gay characters, 
you either have to explain, or the story 
is about the characters’ struggle with 
their homosexuality, especially for 
young people. In this book, what the 
characters are discovering is related 
to their queerness but not about their 
queerness. The homosexuality just 
becomes part of their larger story.” In 
other words, this is no heavy-handed 
polemic, but a beautiful fable about 
the power of love, the depths of loss, 
and the healing magic of stories. “I sat 
in Prospect Park in Brooklyn and read 
it in one sitting,” says Levithan. “I was 
laughing and in tears, and goodness 
knows what people walking by 
thought of me, but it really cuts to 
the bone in a way that I was 
astonished by.” 

That it also touches on AIDS 
simply serves to underline Selznick’s 
achievement. “Brian and I are so 
much a part of the hinge generation,” 
says Levithan. “We were young at the 
height of AIDS in the ’80s and early 
’90s, but now turn and look at our 
audience, and see they have no idea 
of what happened. Instead of treating 
it allegorically, or dancing our way 
around it, we can call it by its name.” ■

Showed Its Pride 

That Almost Wasn’t 




The evening after the Supreme Court’s marriage equality 
ruling was announced on June 26, 2015, the White House 
astonished the world when it lit up in rainbow-colored lights. 
Many assumed it was a Photoshop prank, but the home of 
the president was indeed showing its pride on the historic 
day. The president tweeted: “Today is a big step in our march 
toward equality. Gay and lesbian couples now have the right 
to marry, just like anyone else. #LoveWins.” 

The lighting almost didn’t happen. The White House 
tested the lights earlier in June (trying colors in random 
orders on an exterior wall, so as not to attract attention), but 
then the gear boxes that contained them were accidentally 
soaked in the rain, and, at the last minute, backup lights 
had to be used. At 6:52 p.m., the switch was flipped and, 



luckily, the lights blazed on. Thousands made their way to 
Pennsylvania Avenue that night to celebrate, taking selfies 
into the wee hours (the lights stayed on until shortly after 
4 A.M.). 

“I think many LGBT Americans and their families simply 
felt validated as human beings,” says Jeff Tiller, the 32-year- 
old White House associate communications director who 
was one of those responsible for the iconic display. “Perhaps 
they saw a reflection of themselves when they looked at the 
White House that night, or just felt connected to their fellow 
Americans through the diversity and inclusion those colors 
represent. Love won, and the White House brightly reflected 
that victory.” 
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
